Brigham  Young  Univfersity  students  will  be 
able  to  pay  their  fees  for  spring  quarter  in  two 
installments  instead  of  having  to  pay  the  full 
oO  dollars  at  pre-registration. 

Announcement  of  the  new  payment  plan 
was  made  by  the  office  of  Joseph  T.  Bentley, 
administrative  assistant  to  the  president. 

A student  may  pay  a tuition  deposit  of  10 
dollars  and  activity  fees  of  15  dollars,  for  a 
total  of  25  dollars,  at  the  time  of  registration. 
The  balance  of  the  tuition  and  fees  will  be  due 
by  April  3. 

Students  may  also  pay  their  tuition  and 
fe^  in  full  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Special  students  carrying  nine  hours  or  less 
are  not  required  to  pay  the  15- dollar  activity 
fee. 

The  tuition  fee  of  10  dollars  is  not  refund- 
able in  the  event  a student  does  not  complete 
registration  or  attend  school. 

Pre-registration  will  begin  on  Feb.  23,  ac- 
cording to  the  registrar’s  office.  Preliminary 
programs  must  be  turned  in  by  March  6,  and 
finalization  must  be  completed  by  March  13. 
Finalization  will  include  the  partial  (25  dol- 
lars) payment  of  fees.

Bentley’s  office  also  announced  tho 
late  registration  fees  that  will  be  charged  next 
quarter.  The  office  said  ther6  would  be  no  ex- 
ception made  regardless  of  reason  for  being 
late.  The  fees  will  be  assessed  all  regular  and 
part-time  students. 

Failure  to  complete  registration  on  the 
scheduled  dates  will  cost  students  five  dollars 
until  March  27,  and  ten  dollars  after  that  date. 

Failure  to  pay  full  tuition  and  fees  by  April 
3 will  cost  students  five  dollars  and  failure  to 
pay  by  April  10  will  result  in  the  cancellation 
of  a student’s  registration.  The  fee  for  re-in- 
statement of  registration  is  ten  dollars. 

Late  fees  for  special  students  will  be  assessed 
at  50  per  cent  of  the  rate  for  regular  students. 
Students  who  pay  only  part  of  the  total  tui- 
tion and  fees  will  be  assessed  a late  fee  if  the 
balance  owing  is  not  paid  by  the  due  date. 

Any  student  whose  check  is  dishonored  by 
his  bank  will  be  charged  the  late  fee  in  effect 
at  the  time  the  check  is  redeemed. 

The  maximum  charge  for  both  late  registra- 
tion and  late  payment  of  fees  is  20  dollars.

of  yourselves  and  others,  and  in 
the  progress  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Faith  prompts  you 
to  study  the  fundamental  truths 
of  life.” 

Elder  Ivins  pointed  out  that 
the  first  requirement  for  a right- 
eous person  is  faith  and  belief  in 
God  the  Father  and  His  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  One  must  follow  the 
teachings  and  revelations  “re- 
corded in  Divine  Writ.” 

“If  we  develop  this  faith  in 
God  we  build  a foundation  for 
our  purpose.  Let  us  conform  our 
knowledge  of  fundamental  truths 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Church.” 

He  noted  that  often  Latter-day 
Saints  are  concerned  or  confused 
over  interpretations  that  men 
place  on  philosophies  and  scrip- 
tures, and  many  people  read  dif- 
ferent meanings  into  them. 

“However,”  he  added,  “If  we 
have  proper  grounding  in  our 
faith,  study  and  research  here 
in  this  institution,  we  can  gain 
sufficient  knowledge  to  interpret 
these  principles  correctly. 

“One  can  be  sure,”  he  said, 
“that  if  he  is  faithful,  humble 
and  prayerful  he  will  gain  a tes- 
timony of  thr  fundamentals  of 
life  as  well  as  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.”
